WAR AND THE BONDHOLDER 

The purchasing power of gold will as- 
cend when the nations are at peace and a 
redistribution of the gold stock of the 
world takes place, and when 30,000,000 
fighting people resume their toil to obtain 
wages. Then the era of inflated prices 
which now prevails will end and its disad- 
vantages will come. 

For mark you, there will have been piled 
up in the world an aggregate war debt of 
about $125,000,000,000 that was of low pur- 
chasing power when the money was bor- 
rowed, but it will have to be liquidated in 
gold of greatly increased purchasing pow- 
er. 

War is absorbing all the inflated profits 
that industry can possibly make now, and 
it is leaving a vast debt to be paid out of 
labor and products that may not bring 
more than a third or half of the present 
price levels. 

War floods the country witht eheay. dol- 
lars and piles up vast debts that must be 
liquidated with dear dollars, and labor ulti- 
mately bears the burden. 

We think this will be clear to all branch- 
es of labor before peace shall have complet- 
ed its far-reaching readjustments. If there 
is anything but waste and sacrifice of life 
and substance in war, it is beyond our com- 
prehension. 

The sole possible gain, as we see it, must 
be a spiritual exaltation that may never be 
measured in terms of money. In another 
respect, war is incomputable waste accen- 
tuated by sorrow that can never be express- 
ed in words, but only by the mute anguish 
of hearts that must drip and bleed until 
they cease to beat.
